Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims recite the new limitation that the Whiteness Index increases from a first value determied at least one 
day after the treatment with a bleaching agent to a second value determined up to 14 days after treatment with the bleaching agent. The 
new limitation as well as other changes in wording require further consideration and/or searching with respect to indefiniteness and prior art 
issues. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to Herron et a! 
and with respect to Cook et a! in view of Herron et al are moot as the amendments have not been entered. However, as detailed in the 
previous Final Rejection mailed 1 1/16/2007, all of the claimed method steps have been disclosed or made obvious by the combination of 
Cook et al and Herron et al. The claimed composition or structure is thus also made obvious and will have the claimed properties, including 
the claimed Whiteness increase, for reasons discussed in the Final Rejection. 

The arguments with respect to Hassi et al (56371 93), which was breifly discussed during an Interview on 1 1 March, 2008 is noted. Since 
the reference is not used in an outstanding rejection, the arguments are moot. 
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
